@ MILK and BUTTERFAT prices proba- 
bly will rise slightly in November. The 
milk flow will be lowest of the year in 
this period. The milk-feed and butterfat- 
feed ratio probably will continue narrower 
than usual, and, with growing strictness of 
sanitary regulations, will put stress on econ- 
omy and efficiency in handling the herd. 
Using more hay and less concentrate is one 
way to widen your dairy margins. 


@ FEED GRAIN and feedstuff prices are 
likely to rise over the next six to eight 
months. Supplies per animal are about 
the same as in the past season, but the 
amount not tied up in the support pro- 
gram is less. Buying ahead now looks like 
a wise caper. Soybean meal is likely to be 
the best buy among high protein feeds. 





Barrow Show _ (from page 7) 

The Berkshiremen are always out for 
blood at any barrow show, and this was 
no exception when 43 breeders brought in 
264 entries. The grand champion truck- 
load was composed of 15 light-weight 
(190-220 Ibs.) barrows, bred, fed and 
shown by the FFA boys from Whitaker 
State Orphans Home, Pryor, Okla. Poland 
Chinas from the Stillwater, Okla, FFA 
chapter were second in that class, followed 
by another group of Berks from the West 
Union, Ia., FFA. Then came three pure- 
bred Poland China truckloads, before the 
first cross-bred group showed up—/7th 
among 33 truckloads. In the truckloads 
weighing more than 220, 8 of them, a 
cross-bred load was fifth. Here Emerson 
Littlejohn's Berkshires from Christianburg, 
O., won, followed by the Poland Chinas, 
bred, fed and shown by Oscar W. Ander- 
son, Leland, IIL, the first president of the 
United Poland China Record Association 
The truckloads were judged by the head 
hog buyers from the Hormel, Wilson, 
Cudahy, Oscar Mayer, Morrell, Swift and 
Rath packing companies, so they ought 
to get them about right. In the auction 
the top priced Berkshire was 7th in class, 
selling for $425. ... Bob & LeRoy Faint 
of Iowa had the champion Berkshire bar 
row and also the pen 

First-prize Poland China boar pig 
brought $230, and the gilt $205, in the 
auction sale 

You may remember that Art Arens, 
Hartington, Neb., had the grand champion 
barrow over all breeds, with his Duroc, 
last year. This time he was second in both 
the light and heavy-weight barrow classes 
The Stillwater, Okla., boys had the cham 
pion Duroc barrow, Willard Klein of lowa 
Falls had the top boar and litter and his 
boar brought $1010 in the auction. Wil 
bur E. Newlin, Mooresville, Ind., had the 
best red gilt. 

In Chester Whites top barrow, top gilt, 
top feeder-breeder litter all went to Har 
vey & D. J. Richardson, Elmore City, Okla 
Harvey is the son and D. J. the father 
Just-a-Mere Farm, Blanchard, Ja., won the 
soar class, and sold him tor $325 in the 
auction Two exhibitors showed OIC's 
Fred Nickel & Sons, Monroe, Mich., swept 
the boards; their top middle-weight bar 
row, which had shrunk to 207 Ibs. on 
slaughter day, had the highest dressing 
percentage in the entire contest—73.4%. 

Harris Sellers, Jr., Chariton, Ia., secre 
tary of the National Heretord Hog Record, 
believes in practicing what he preaches. He 
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had the tops in all four white-faced bar- 
row classes, while breeders from Kenyon, 
Ia., had the boar, gilt and litter winners. 
Eight sold in the auction, with a $115 top 
for a male and $70 for a female. 

Champion Yorkshire barrow came from 
M. H. Routon & Son, Camby, Ind., another 
Hoosier, Jess C. Andrew, Jr., of West Point 
pressing close. Routon had the pen too. In 
the sale Chardon Farms, Grayslake, IIL, 
paid $345 for the Yorkshire boar that was 
6th in class. 

Champion Tamworth barrow came from 
Tamgold Farm, Hagerstown, Ind., while 
R. H. Conn, Oxford, O., won the pen. In 
the aucwon Tamgold got top price of 
$140—for a gilt. 

It is significant that the group above 
the Lightweights (190-220 Ibs.) is not 
called heavyweights, but rather Middle- 
weights (220-270 Ibs.). The trade seems 
to be saying that big heavy barrows are 
not wanted. Well, it costs money to make 
300-lb. hogs, and it takes a lot more time 
to put on extra weight too. 

In the regular carcass contest, with 85 
barrows competing, Art Myers’ No. 6 
Hampshire barrow from Bi-Lane Farm was 
the champion, with a value cf $21.13 a 
cwt., and a yield of 71.9%. Second was 
a Yorkshire, shown by Joyce Schenck, 
Waynetown, Ind., which dressed 70° and 
had a value of $20.64. The highest dress 
ing hog in the contest was the Berkshire 
of Milo V. Wolrab, Mt. Vernon, Ia., 
which made 72.3% 

There may still be imponderables in 
judging hogs, but these modern swine- 
herds are both brave and reasonable men 
and go right up against the buzzsaw when 
they send their prizewinners to immediate 
slaughter. In the cooler both the quality 
and yield of cuts are evaluated. No guess- 
work. Fill weight—stomach, intestines and 


contents—is adjusted to 24 lbs. Indeed,

Br You Reap Our REPORT OF THE NATIONAL BARROW SHOW, WE THINK 
you'll get a pretty good idea of what is going on in swine type. Already the 
Yorkshire and Tamworth breeds have held their annual meetings and national 

sales only 36 miles apart at Dayton and Hamilton, 
The Long Hogs Ohio. Yorkshire Secretary E. ROBT. SHANNON re- 

ported 15,305 registrations this year, compared with 
9,070 in 1949; also 547 new members, compared with a total membership of 
653 last year. Yorkshiremen nearly doubled their membership in a year. 
Guy HARMON, Queenstown, Md., was reelected president of the American 
Yorkshire Club. In the sale, 13 boars averaged $138 and 41 gilts $111. Top 
was $310 for the grand champion boar. The top gilt brought $285. She 
was reserve champion, consigned by Vice President HARLAN HANKS, Win- 
nebago, Minn. . . . At Hamilton, Tamworth Secretary RALPH WALTZ, 
Hagerstown, Ind., reported 3,572 registrations in a 10-month fiscal year— 
nearly double the 1949 number for 12 months. In the Tamworth show 
they grade their hogs AAA, AA and A. The 7 AAA boars averaged $180, 
the 10 AA boars $64, and 2 A boars $54. The 9 AAA gilts averaged $147, 
27 AA gilts $90 and 2 A gilts $70. The Tamworth Swine Association re- 
elected E. D. KNIGHT, Charleston, W. Va., president. . . Not only are 
the bacon breeds advancing, but the long hog in any breed is desirable. As 
Prof. ZAVORAL said at Minnesota Swine Feeders’ Day, “a little extra length, 
keeping the depth, will add an extra pork chop, an inch more bacon and more 
space for extra nipples to raise more pigs.”

$2,100 for him rather than see him leave home! Could he retain the purple 
ribbon, despite his age of 10 years? He could and did, jauntily parading his 
3,400 pounds to the head of the line in one of the greatest Holstein shows 
ever seen in the US.A
